Dr. W. J. Mayo referred to rece;it 
newspaper comment on his rem arks 
made with regard to the .present 
status of the cancer problem, quot­ 
ing him as declaring, in substance, 
that there was no cure for cancer. 
In the course of a lecture in London 
in July Dr. Mayo said, “There is ilo 
medical cure for cancer,” in other 
words, no medicine taken internaily 
will cure the disease. 
Continuing, 
he said th at a great deal of experi­ 
mental work was in progress in all 
parts of the 
world, all of 
which 
gradually 
was 
adding 
im portant 
knowledge concerning 
this 
serious 
disease, but, unfortUhately, these in­ 
vestigations, which have been made 
On animals, have not, as yet, any di­ 
rect application to human subjects. 
Dr. Mayo, in his talk to his' staff, 
said th at the cure of cancer depends 
on diagnosis 
and 
removal a t 
the 
earliest possible time. Ip some man­ 
ner, the laity must be 
taught to 
understand these truths. Experience 
in the Mayo clinic has 
been 
th a t 
71.8 per cent of patients 
operated 
on for cancer when the disease is 
stilly localized, th at is, has 
n o t ex­ 
tended beyond the* prim ary 
focus, 
are cured by operation, and tk * large 
m ajority of the rem ainder V n a tly 
benefited, and many have been cured 
even when the disease had extended 
beyond the primary focus. 
■ 
Surgical 
operation is 
the 
only 
method of removal to be 
seriously 
considered. Dr. Mayo continued, be­ 
cause it perm its removal, with 
the 
growth, of surrounding tissues and 


glands th at may have 
become 
in­ 
volved in the disease. 
The 
X-ray, 
radium, and other 
agents 
have a 
field 
of 
usefulness in 
connection 
with surgery, but a patient should 
not be subjected to X-ray, radium or 
other sim ilar treatm ent w ithout care­ 
ful surgical 
consultation 
since, if 
such agents are used while the dis­ 
ease Is still locSl, and fail to cure, 
the resultant tissue changes 
delay 
dependable 
surgical 
operation 
and 
may perhaps prevent it. 
Radiqther- 
ap^ and 
other 
treatm ent in 
the 
hands of untrained persons, or those 
whose knowledge is limited to one 
type of treatm ent, do an enormous 
amount of 
harm. 
Lacking 
know­ 
ledge, these 
practitioners are 
not 
able to differentiate and apply the 


method which experience would show 
to be the best method suited to the 
individual patient. 
Dr. Mayo now permits these state­ 
m ents to b« made public i^ the hope 
of correcting an 
unfortunate 
im­ 
pression which has been spread by 
many newspapers in this 
country. 
Since his return from Great Britain 
he has had an enormous number of 
letters from persons suffering from 
cancer, the letters containing clip­ 
pings from newspapers in all parts 
of the United States purporting to 
quote him as saying, ‘‘There is no 
cure for cancer,” without reference 
to his basic statem ent that surgical 
rembval does cure the disease. W hat 
Dr. Mayo actually said was, "There 
is no medical cure for cancer.”

da, Calif., among other cities, has es­ 
tablished industrial zones in which 
no new permits to build residences 
will be granted. A leading municipal 
engineer is quoted as saying that 
the prohibition of residences in ip- 
dustrial zones is one of the most im­ 
portant protections to put in a zon­ 
ing ordinance. This method is being 
relied upon to develop Hoboken, N. 
J., as a great industrial terminal. 
“In New Jersey it has been found 
th at the unzoned suburban town is 
at a distinct disadvantage as com­ 
pared writh the community protected 
by a zoning ordinance. People are 
asking themselves why they should 
invest money in a home or lend mon­ 
ey on a mortgage in an unprotected, 
unzoned locality.

RED CROSS DRIVE 
In many quarters there is a misconception of the Red 
Cross Sf'cietv. 
Criticisms are made often that the over­ 
head of the .society is too great; that its treasury is full of 
money and that there 1s really no necessity for an October 
roll call. 
In the first place the overhead of the Red Cross in times 
of peace is no more per dollar raised than any society of 
its kind which needs paid management to be effective in its 
work of alleviation. 
. 
As far as the second criticism is concerned a society 
which must be ready for any emergency such as the Jap­ 
anese dftaster and others that come from time to time can­ 
not face the future with no funds. 
It cannot accurately 
budget against future earthquake, famine, plague or war. 
To be on the job it must keep up a certain reserve and if 
anyone is curious to know the truth, a report from national 
headquarters is easily obtainable setting forth how every 
dollar contributed is dispensed. 
Because the society functions in such close cooperation 
with the federal government, a most exact system of ac­ 
counting is demanded. 
A portion of all money collected 
locally goes to build up the national society wl^ch is the 
parent organization—the agency that functions immediately 
when the first call for aid comes. 
Contrary to general impression, the Burleigh county 
chapter of the Red Cross has only from $3,000 to $4,000 in 
its treasury. 
If the work for the .service men, the social 
worker and the registration bureau is to be maintained 
Ihis reserve cannot be depleted as no one can tell just what 
future contingencies will demand. 
' 
Compared with some chapters, the Burleigh county 
organization is practically down to rock-bottom in the mat­ 
ter of reserve funds and if the chapter is to function the 
c: ming year an additional $3,000 is necessary. 
It is hoped that the drive will raise this money so that 
the various features of the Red Cross work can be carried 
. on without impairment. 
First of all is the aid extended the service men. Hardly 
n day passes but what assistance is given. 
In some cases 
■ their families are cared for during periods of unemploy­ 
ment. No experience can gauge just what this demand is 
going to be, it is not safe to allow balances to sink below 
$3,000. 
• 
In the second place the Red Cross chapter cares for a 
-m ajor share of conducthig a social registration bureau. 
' This is in effect a clearing house for all the charity work 
.of the city; eliminates duplication and affords an agency 
through which any citizen can donate to charity with con- 
i.fidence that the' money is well spent upon worthy cases. 
Thousands are saved the citizens each year through the 
-operation of this feature of the work which is carried on 
in conjunction with the city, county and the Association of 
'Commerce. 
A third pressing demand upon the Red Cross chapter of 
Burleigh county is for general civilian relief. 
Under this 
head comes the aid to the poor of the county. Most of the 
' time of the social worker employed by the chapter is de­ 
voted to investigatingf applications for charity. This work 
■ which coordinates all city, county and private endeavor 
..through the social registration bureau is most worthy of 
'■generous support and proves a real saving to the citizens 
•generally who should refer every application for alms or 
■ relief to this bureau. 
; 
Under a fourth head can be grouped the general emerg­ 
ency work of the chapter. 
No one can tell when the call 
:.may ccme to aid a stricken city, a nation overseas. 
Even 
this community may feel the scourge of some calamity and 
the Red Crosa-chapter with its reserve fund is a valuable 
insurance against such a contingency. 
The record of the Red Cross in the world war and since 
peace has been declared is sufficient guaranty to any citizen 
that all donations will be efficiently and effectively handled. 
Burleigh county should go over the top in two days with 
the small quota asked. 
The Red Cross covers too wide a field and administers 
too real a service to be crippled by insufficient funds. 
Give the society the support it needs when teams call 
' upon you next week. 
'

Anyone who would agree to plant 
and care for a ten acre grove of 
trees suitable to this state’s climate 
would have hip taxes on said quarter 
of land either coniiderably reduced, 
or have it free of U xes altogether 
fo r * term of years. 
A t one tim e in our state’s hiatory, 
a quarter section known as a tree 
claim was given those who would 
plant a ten acre grove on it. 
Many 
tim es the state was taken advantage 
of, there being many “tree claims” 
w itbout trees But, if some law were 
provided along the lines I have men­ 
tioned, I believe it would result in 
countless good fo Ike state. 
It is a 
welt known fact th at trees help con- 
aerve moisture, and L believe have 
more o r less- effect on the clim ate. 
The w inter doesn’t seem nearly ao 
severe when in a tim ber country, a l­ 
though in actual fact it la oftentim es 
colder than on the prairies. 
The 
prairies being open get all the force 
of the cold winds, while the tineber 
country is sheltered 
I woqid like 
to have some one who is better in­ 
formed than I am to diseuss th is 
question at some length,

to get trees planted, can we not a t 
this time think up some way to get 
more trees where they ' are needed 
m ost?

Rio Do Janeiro, Sept. 29.—A spe­ 
cial Memorial Day for the victims of 
automobile accidents was celebrated 
in tills city recently with such po­ 
pular interest and support th at very 
probably it will become an annual 
event.

The idea of an automobile victim s’ 
mcmui'iul day grew out of a proposal, 
probably made by some wag, to cele­ 
brate a “chauffeurs’ day” in homage 
to the powerful labor organization 
which protects the interests o f the 
automobile drivers. 
But owing to 
the large number of automobile' ac­ 
cidents, with their toll of killed and 
maimed, the automobile d riv ers,/as 
a class, are not beloved by the peo­ 
ple. 
The public protest th at 
was 
immediately and loudly raised was 
organized into a day of homage to 
the auto drivers’ victims. 
Mass for the souls of the automo­ 
bile victims was 
celebrated in

church of 
Sao Francisco de Paulo, 
one of the largest temples in this 
city, and the crowd which attended, 
consisting for the most part of re­ 
latives and friends of those who had 
been killed by automobiles filled the 
great building to overflowing.

Frederick Hohenzollern, at one time, 
heir to the German throne, who have 
visited the exile on the little island 
of-Wieringen,, in northern Holland, 
say that he would like to go to the 
.United States and begin life afresh. 
[He realizes there is little chance of 
I his being allowed to return to Ger- 
i many, and on that account he would 


like to try his fortunes in America. 


It is^djfficulfc to say how Frederick 


would get on in competition with 
other men, a thing he has^ver ex- 
perienced. The life that would suit 
him best, his ftiends say, would be 
that of an American country gen- 
tleman. But the present indication* 
are that he will never be anything, 
for years to come other than an 
exile, something halfway between a 
tourist enjoying, an island holiday 
and Napoleon on St. Helena. 


Frederick has been living at Wier- 


ingen for five years. He is now 41 
years old. His hair has turned com- 
pletely gray since the war. His face 
is much fuller, but it is also more 
furrowed, and his forehead is more 
wrinkled. His eyes and his gestures 
are as lively as ever. He has the same 
abrupt way of speaking. His move- 
ments, too, are sudden and abrupt.
